2. Claim 1 



2.1 It is not clear whether "controlling the matrix (16) 
as a function of the color tone to which the color 
video signals correspond" is continuously carried 
out. Furthermore, it is also not clear whether the 
term "color tone" means the feature "hue" from the 
HSL (Hue Saturation Lightness) color space or a more 
general "color tone". 

2.2 Dl discloses a system for correcting color video 
signals in which means (36) for controlling a matrix 
(4 0) as a function of the image sensor are provided 
(see figure 3 and column 3, lines 34-62) . 

Since the coefficients in the memory (3 6) are used to 
adjust the matrix in accordance with the image sensor 
and the color tone, to which the color video signals 
correspond, depends on the image sensor, Dl discloses 
a system according to claim 1 . 
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The subject matter of the claim is therefore not 
regarded as novel (PCT Article 33(2)) although, in 
the system disclosed in Dl, the matrix is not 
controlled continuously and the coefficients are not 
adjusted as a function of the "hue". 

Dependent claims 

In light of the above-cited prior art and general 
technical knowledge, it is not evident that the 
subject matter of claims 2, 3 and 9 to 14 is novel or 
involves an inventive step (PCT Article 33(2) and 
(3)).
